Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  iInnusJL  Report 
on  the  health  of  f e people  of  the  District,  and  upon  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1967* 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  for  the  District  was 
52,030,  the  some  figure  as  for  the  previous  year.  Live  births  totalled 
1020,  viaile  deaths  were 503  so  the  natural  increase  v/as  517o 
These  figures  mean,  in  effeci:^  tho.t  an  estimated  517  people  left  Cannock 
and  went  to  live  elsewhere  at  a time  T^ien  neighbouring  tovns  were 
expanding  at  a rate  greater  than  their  natural  increase , 

ii.  similar  phenomenon  haa  been  observed  in  South  Ifales  following  pit 
closures,  but  in  due  aourse  the  population  figures  have  sta.bilised 
as  adjustments  in  employment  have  been  made. 

Unenroloyment  figures  in  Cannock  showed  some  rise  o.s  the  yea.r  progressed 
but  the  differences  were  not  great,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  infer  that 
people  were  leaving  the  District  because  of  the  e mployment  situa.tion. 


The  number  of  families  in  the  Cannock  Urban  District 
receiving  special  support  a.dvice  and  supervision  during  the  year  Yins  31» 
12  were  satisfactory  concluded  and  one  left  the  district. 

No  one  had  to  be  removed  compiilsor^^  • to  Institutional  care,  under  the 
powers  contained  in  Section  47  "the  National  Assistance  Act  1947*  Such 
cases  are  nowadays  fortunately  rare,  and  this  in  large  measures  is  due  to 
the  supporting  domiciliary  services  available  to  the  aged  and  infirm. 

Hostel  accommodation  was  required  for  126  persons  unable  to  look  after 
themselves  at  home,  but  \&io  Y/ere  not  sick  or  bedxidden* 

Live  births  in  the  District  were  1020  and  this  gave  a 
live  birHi  ra,te  of  l'^o6  to  be  compared  Yd.th  the  National  figure  for  the 
yean  of  17.2, 

The  actuaJ.  figure  was  slighly  reduced,  for  compara.tive  purposes,  by  the 
comparability  fa.ctor,  and  our  coirpanative  birth  rate  Y/as  19*0, 

The  still  birth  ra.te  (at  23  per  1000  live  and  still  births)  v/as  dis- 
appointing, It  is  well  above  the  National  rate  of  14.8,  and  the  rate 
in  Cannock  itself  in  the  previous  year  of  15. 

The  infant  mortality  re^te  on  the  other  hard,  was  substantially  the  same 
as  the  National  ra.te  (Cannock  18.00  England  and ‘Wales  18.3). 

Half  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity.  Other  causes  v/ere 
represented  by  single  instances  only,  with  the  exception  of  respiratory 
arrest  which  occurred  in  two  cases. 
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Z-'-ere  v.-as  one  ~r.terno2  dentil  during  tiie  year  from  one  of  tlie  more 
•onusuef.  accidents  of  laboi.rr.  This  single  deatli  from  a population 
of  over  50, OCX)  produced  for  tiie  district  a maternr.l  mortality  rate 
some  five  times  as  great  as  tiie  National  average  figure  - a striking 
demonstration  of  the  infrequency  of  maternr.l  death  in  general,  and  of 
tile  grca.t  safety  of  properly  conducted  midi'/ifeiy  'tliese  days. 


Til 're  ivere  503  deaths  in  19^7  giving!;  an  actual  death 
rate  of  8,7  and  comparative  rate  of  1.11. 

The  ra.te  is  low  having  been  surpassed  on  only  one  occasion  in  the  past 
decade,  Tiie  Natior  .1  rate  is  11.2, 

Llost  of  tile  deaths  occurred  elderly  people  - of  the  503  totfvL 
deatiis  247  v/ere  aged  70  and  over, 

■.Tell  over  half  tiie  total  ivere  due  to  cardiovascular  causes  - heart 
disease  and  strokes,  ivhicli  together  accounted  for  55^* 

Cencer  ar.d  bronchitis  were  responsible  for  Yff'o  aid  jfo  of  deathso 
These  figures  me  much  tlie  same  as  last  yem,  end  are  of  course 
conditions  associated  to  a large  extent  ivith  advancing  years. 


There  v/ere  622  notifications  of  measles  during 
ti.e  year,  and  tills  is  certainly  a high  incidence,  T/e  Imve  had 
a few  as  13  ca.ses  in  a.  year,  in  the  paat.  The  incidence  veries 
according  to  the  naturally  .acquired  immunity  of  young  child.■^en.^ 

Zae  effect  of  measles  vaccination  on  these  figures  vri.ll  no  doubt 
depend  greatly  on  the  general  acceptance  of  such  protection. 

There  v/ere  25  notification  of  v/hooping  cough. 

Most  infrnts  a.re  currently  being  immunised  v/ith  triple  vaccine,  vdiich 
irdcludes  protection  against  Yhoopinr-  cough,  and  there  is  little  more 
tiiat  con  be  done  in  the  control  of  tlrls  dise.ase.  Again  acceptaiue 
is  tiic  key  to  control, 

Zv.,re  v/cre  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  no  c.ases  of  poliomyelitis. 

Z.ere  v/ere  sixteen  cases  of  dysentery. 

They  ■'./ere  scattero  > geographically,  end  occurred  at  odd  times  •tlirougliout 
th.e  yeer.  There  w i.s  no  app.arent  connection  be-tween  cases.  The  disepue 
i.s  ef  course  endc:;d.c,  and  public  hepJ-th  control  is  directed  to  prevent 
mitbnvJcs  developing  from  isolated  sources  of  infection.

those  on  foods  showed  only  some  ntnor  deviations  from  required  standards. 


■Hiiring  the  year  iiie  Council  built  I76  houses,  38  flats 

and  10  bungfi^lowso 

685  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 

It  is  a pleasiire  to  be  able  to  record  once  more  my  cp)preciation 
of  the  help  and  co-operation  from  colleagues  on  the  staff,  and  to  theJilc 
the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support.

All  dwellings  axe  supplied  with  water  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Vfeterwork 
Company,  Mr.  R.  H.  Taylor,  BSc. , M.I.C.E.  the  Company’s  Engineer-in-Chief  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  information: - 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality. 

(b)  The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Cannock  is  derived 
from  9 pumping  stations,  chlorination  being  practised  in  6 of  them. 

During  1967?  16?  samples  were  examined  from  the  5 stations  which  have 
no  treatment.  Of  these  I65  were  free  from  coliforra  bacteria. 

615  samples  of  chlorinated  water  were  examined,  6O6  of  which  were 
free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

199  out  of  214  samples  of  raw  water  were  free  from  coliform  bacteria. 

250  samples  of  a supply  of  surface  origin  were  also  examined  before 
treatment,  and  these  gave  an  average  coliform  bacteria  contents  of

roj-i.  sev62ra£;;;e  within  tne  district  is  partly  on  the  combined  system  and 

"the  Separate  system.  Since  1946  practically  all  development  has  been 
on  the  sexarate  basis.  Sewerage  schemes  over  the  last  few  years  have  eliminated 
practically  a^l  tne  cesspits.  The  condition  of  the  main  outfall  sewer  has  been 
invostijf.ted  owning  to  the  proposed  development  of  approximately  65O  houses 
c_jrrentl/  in  hand  on  a site  off  Moss  Poad.  It  has  been  found  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  replace  the  section  between  The  Bridges,  Old  hednesford  Road  and 
navkes  Green  and  the  section  between  Hawkes  Green  and  Mill  Green.  This  work 
s.aoulc;  be  commenced  during  the  current  financial  year. 

Other  main  sewers  will  require  replacement  during  I968  - I969. 

The  liain  Sewage  Treatment  v/orks  located  off  Longford  Road,  Cannock  serves 
xne  rhole  of  the  district  with  the  exception  of  nine  houses  at  Chestall  which 
are  3erved  by  the  Chestall  Horks  and  the  recently  acquired  Norton  Canes  area 
"whirh  IS  ser’/ed  by  the  Norton  Canes  Works. 


The  -Iain  Norks  treats  a dry  weather  flow  of  approximately  2.2  million 
^aij-ons  per  day  and  utilises  sedimentation  tanks,  bacterial  filter  beds,  humus 
^en.<s  and  sludge  drying  beds.  A recirculation  scheme  is  in  continuous  operation, 
-tertiary  treatment  is  given  to  the  effluent  by  grass  plot  treatment.  A scheme 
j or  further  extensions  and  for  sludge  disposal  is  being  presented  to  the  Minister 
ver-y  shortly. 

Norton  Canes  Smfage  Treatment  Works  treats  a dry  weather  flow  of 
approxixiately  17»5>COO  gallons  per  day  and  utilises  sedimentation  tanks 
bacteridl  filter  beds,  humus  tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds.  The  sewage  works  is 
overloaded  and  work  curre.ntly  in  hand  includes  the  addition  of  Pasveer  V/eirs 
and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  grass  plot  creatment.  Further  works  will  also  be 
req-aired  at  a later  date.
